The 
facts presented in my former communication, shew 
test clearly that any christian in Boston, project 
ing & journey to the West, by the way of the lakes, 
can determine before he starts from home, subject 
only to the unforseen contingencies of Providence, 
where each running Sabbath shal! find him, wheth- 
er resting quietly at Albany, or Buffalo, or Detroit 
and worshiping God in the sanctuary of his people 
or riding rapidly along the railway track, or sail- 
ing amid storm or sunshine over the waters of 
Huron or Michigan, or participating in the bus- 
tle and sin of a Sabbath day landing at Milwau- 
kie or Chicago. The question before him, then 
is, whether he is bound to make his arrange- 
ments so as to suspend his journey, and take the 
rest of the Sabbath, or is at liberty, in the enterprise 
to deprive himself, of the rest which God has or- 
dained, whether he is bound to give his influence 
by example, to oppose the prevailing policy of 
railroad and steamboat proprietors in running over 
God's holy day, or is at liberty to fall in with the 
current and sustain that policy ; in short, whether
